FRASER’S  CHRYSANTHEMUM  ASTER 

Produced  by  D.  G.  Fraser 

Form — If  we  combine  the  beauty  of  a reeurved-shaped  Chrysanthe- 
mum, including  its  depth  and  symmetry  and  a perfect  Cactus  Dahlia 
as  a base,  we  shall  give  the  reader  somewhat  the  idea  of  the  perfect 
form  of  this  flower.  It  is  certainly  unlike  any  other  aster  offered 
today.  The  base  is  composed  of  a multitude  of  fine  petals,  partially 
curving  downward  and  partially  extending  outward,  while  the  balance 
of  the  flower  forms  a deep  perfect  shape,  but  showing  a most  perfect 
centre.  Never  have  we  seen  an  open  or  imperfect  centre. 

Size — The  average  flower  is  4 inches  across  and  many  are  5 inches. 

Habit — From  the  centre  of  a most  luxuriant  foliage  arises  a stout 
stem,  from  which  later  emanate  six  to  eight  side  shoots,  growing  2H 
feet  high,  and  producing  each  one  perfect  flower.  The  centre  shoot 
is  best  pinched  back  after  branching,  as  it  grows  to  a height  of  1 foot 
only. 

Color — A delicate  apple  blossom  pink;  unlike  any  other  aster. 
It  is  the  charming  color,  even  more  than  the  other  notable  feat- 
ures, which  make  this  Aster  stand  out  as  a “queen  of  all.” 

Season — If  given  good  cultivation  and  seeds  are  started  early, 
this  Aster  will  be  in  bloom  by  middle  of  August;  it,  therefore,  is  a mid- 
season Aster.

JANUARY 

Vegetable  Garden — 

Spread  a thick  covering  of  stable  manure  over  ground  that  has 
not  already  been  worked  over  this  season,  and  dig  it  deeply,  raking 
down  well  with  a rake.  Then  sow  turnips,  spinach,  radishes,  peas, 
parsnips,  parsley,  onions,  mustard,  lettuce,  leeks,  kohl  rabi,  kale, 
endive,  dandelion,  corn  salad,  cress,  carrots,  early  cabbage  and  beets. 
In  a hot  bed  sow  peppers  and  tomatoes.  Cabbage  plants,  rhubarb 
roots,  horseradish,  asparagus,  and  potatoes  may  also  be  put  out. 

Flower  Garden — 

This  also  requires  a good  thick  dressing  of  stable  manure  if  it  has 
not  been  worked,  and  it  must  be  dug  as  deeply  as  possible.  Sow 
alyssum,  antirrhinum,  acroclinium,  calliopsis,  calendula,  centaurea, 
candytuft,  annual  chrysanthemums,  collinsia,  cosmos,  clarkia,  esch- 
scholtzia,  gaillardia,  linum,  lupines,  larkspur,  mignonette,  nigella, 
nemophila,  poppies  and  sweet  peas.  Continue  the  planting  of  anem- 
ones, jonquils,  narcissus,  ranunculus,  German  iris,  Japanese  iris, 
Lilium  auratum,  L.  speciosum,  and  L.  humboldtii,  and  also  gladiolus, 
calla  lilies,  amaryllis,  agapanthus,  lily-of-the-valley,  dielytra,  and  spirea. 

FEBRUARY 

Vegetable  Garden — 

Sow  early  cabbage,  beets,  carrots,  corn  salad,  cress,  dandelion, 
endive,  kale,  kohl  rabi,  leek,  lettuce,  mustard,  onion,  parsley,  parsnip, 
peas,  radish,  rhubarb,  salsify,  spinach,  turnip  seeds.  Into  the  hot 
bed  put  egg  plant,  peppers  and  tomatoes.  Plant  asparagus,  horse- 
radish, rhubarb  roots,  potatoes  and  cabbage  plants. 

Flower  Garden — 

An  excellent  time  for  planting  roses  and  all  kinds  of  shrubs  and  orna- 
mentals. Sow  alyssum,  antirrhinum,  acroclinium,  calendula,  calli- 
opsis, cosmos,  eschscholtzia,  larkspur,  gaillardia,  linum,  lupinus, 
mignonette,  nemophila,  nigella,  poppies  and  sweet  peas  in  the  open 
ground.  Also  in  pans  or  boxes  for  later  transplanting,  put  the  seeds 
of  balsam,  begonia,  lobelia,  pyrethrum,  scabiosa,  verbena,  petunia 
and  salvia.  Continue  the  planting  of  anemones,  ranunculus,  German 
iris,  Japanese  iris,  Lilium  auratum,  L.  speciosum,  gladiolus,  agapan- 
thus, amaryllis,  begonia,  caladium  and  tuberose. 

Fruit  Trees — 

All  kinds  of  deciduous  fruit  trees  may  be  planted  to  advantage  in 
February. 

MARCH 

Vegetable  Garden — 

The  time  to  sow  artichoke,  asparagus,  beans,  beets,  late  cabbage, 
carrot,  celery,  chervil,  chicory,  corn  salad,  sweet  corn,  cress,  cucumber, 
dandelion,  egg  plant,  kale,  endive,  kohl  rabi,  leek,  lettuce,  musk 
melon,  watermelon,  mustard,  okra,  onion,  parsley,  parsnip,  peas, 
pepper,  potatoes,  radish,  rhubarb,  salsify,  sorrel,  spinach,  squash, 
tobacco,  tomato,  turnip,  Place  out  cabbage,  tomato  and  pepper 
plants. 

Flower  Garden — 

Continue  the  planting  of  roses,  shrubs  and  ornamental  trees. 
Hardy  annual  of  February  and  previous  months  may  also  be  sown 
early  in  the  month.  Sweet  peas  also.  Sow  amaranthus,  aster, 
balsam,  begonia,  celosia,  centaurea,  cobaea,  dahlia,  helianthus,  heli- 
otrope, humulus,  hunnemannia,  malope,  mandevillea,  marigold,  mina 
lobata,  nasturtium,  pyrethrum,  salpiglossis,  salvia,  scabiosa,  verbena 
and  zinnia.  The  best  of  all  months  for  the  planting  of  tree  seeds. 
Set  out  begonia,  gladiolus,  tuberose  and  dahlia  bulbs. 

Fruit  Trees — 

March  should  see  the  completion  of  the  planting  of  all  deciduous 
fruits.  Citrus  and  other  evergreen  trees  may  also  be  set  out  during 
hi arch. 

APRIL 

Vegetable  Garden — 

Sow  artichoke,  asparagus,  beans,  beets,  brussels  sprouts,  late  cab- 
bage, carrot,  celery,  chervil,  late  cauliflower,  chicory,  corn  salad, 
sweet  corn,  cress,  cucumber,  dandelion,  egg  plant,  endive,  kohl  rabi, 
leek,  lettuce,  muskmelon,  watermelon,  mustard,  okra,  onion,  parsley, 
parsnip,  peas,  pepper,  potatoes,  pumpkin,  radish,  rhubarb,  salsify, 
sorrel,  spinach,  squash,  tobacco,  tomato  and  turnip.

Sow  amaranthus,  aster,  aauilegia,  balsam,  celosia,  cobaea,  morn- 
ing glory,  centaurea,  cosmos,  cypress  vine,  dahlia,  fuchsia,  helianthus, 
heliotrope,  humulus,  hunnemannia,  impoea,  mandevillea,  African 
and  French  marigolds,  maurandia,  mina  lobata,  nasturtium,  Iceland 
poppy,  oriental  poppy,  portulaca,  polyanthis,  salpiglossis,  scabiosa, 
Shasta  daisy,  statice,  verbena,  wallflower,  and  zinnia.  Plant  also 
begonia,  dahlia  bulbs,  tuberose  and  set  out  aster  and  chrysanthemum 
plants. 

MAY 

Vegetable  Garden — 

Sow  artichoke,  asparagus,  beans,  beets,  brussels  sprouts,  carrot, 
late  cabbage,  late  cauliflower,  chervil,  chicory,  corn  salad,  sweet  corn, 
cress,  cucumber,  egg  plant,  dandelion,  endive,  lettuce,  muskmelon, 
watermelon,  mustard,  okra,  onion,  parsley,  parsnip,  peas,  peppers, 
potatoes,  pumpkin,  radish,  salsify,  sorrel,  spinach,  squash,  tomato, 
and  turnip.

Sow  amaranthus,  aquilegia,  balsam,  celosia,  centaurea,  cosmos, 
morning  glory,  campanula,  cypress  vine,  delphinium,  digitalis,  heli- 
anthus, humulus,  hunnemannia,  ipomoea,  African  and  French  mari- 
golds, maurandia,  mina  lobata,  nasturtium,  portulaca.  Plant  dahlia 
and  tuberose  bulbs,  and  set  out  aster  and  chrysanthemum  plants. 


JUNE 

Vegetable  Garden  — 

Sow  beans,  beets,  brussels  sprouts,  late  cabbage,  late  cauliflower, 
corn  salad,  sweet  corn,  cress,  cucumber,  dandelion,  egg  plant,  endive, 
lettuce,  muskmelon,  watermelon,  mustard,  okra,  onion,  parsley,  peas, 
pepper,  pumpkin,  radish,  spinach,  and  squash.  Set  out  brussels 
sprouts,  cabbage,  cauliflower,  egg  plant,  pepper,  tomato  and  sweet 
potato  plants. 

Flower  Garden — 

Sow  centaurea,  cosmos,  nasturtium,  and  portulaca.  Plant  aster, 
dahlia,  petunia,  chrysanthemum,  penstemon  and  salvia  plants. 


JULY

Into  open  ground  sow  such  hardy  annuals  as  acroclinium,  alyssum, 
bartonia,  calendula,  candytuft,  annual  chrysanthemum,  clarkia, 
collinsia,  cosmos,  eschscholtzia,  larkspur,  godetia,  linum,  lupinus, 
mignonette,  nemophilia,  poppies,  sweet  peas,  pansy  and  stocks.  Ail 
California  wild  flowers.  Continue  planting  hyacinths,  tulips,  narcis- 
sus and  other  bulbs. 


DECEMBER 

Vegetable  Garden— 

The  best  time  in  which  to  spade  over  the  ground,  spread  over  it  a 
good  coat  of  stable  manure,  and  dig  as  deeply  as  possible.  Sow  beets, 
early  cabbage,  carrot,  corn  salad,  cress,  dandelion,  endive,  kale, 
kohl  rabi,  leek,  onion,  lettuce,  mustard,  parsley,  parsnip,  peas,  po- 
tatoes, radish,  spinach  and  turnip. 

Flower  Garden — 

A good  month  for  spading  over  the  ground,  spreading  on  a thick 
dressing  of  stable  manure,  and  raking  carefully.  Continue  to  sow 
hardy  annuals  in  the  open  soil;  acroclinium,  alyssum,  bartonia, 
calendula,  candytuft,  annual  chrysanthemum,  clarkia,  collinsia, 
cosmos,  eschscholtzia,  godetia,  larkspur,  linum,  lupinus,  migno- 
nette, nemophila,  poppies,  sweet  peas,  pansy  and  stocks.  All 
California  wild  flowers  also.  Continue  planting  all  Dutch  bulbs  and 
lilies.
